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The work of the year has been confined for the most part to stereo- 
typing books that were out of print and were still in demand. 

At the last meeting of the General Assembly of Kentucky amend- 
ment's were made to the charter in conformity with the conditions in 
the act of Congress, p.issod March 3, 1879. to promote the education 
of the blind. By these amendments the annual appropriation of the 
State of Kentucky to the American Printing House f8r the Blind was 
stopped, and the Superintendents of the various State Institutions for 
the Blind In the United States were made ex-officlo members of the 
Board of Trustees. 

In August last the Trustees met at the Institution for the Blind in 
Louisville, Ky., accepted their trust, and took the steps needed to 
place the work of printing l>ooks for the blind directly under the con- 
trol of all those engaged in teaching the blind. A publication com- 
mittee was appointed, and they have recommended the publication 
during the year of the following books :
